A CHANGE OF NAME? 

The proposal that the Edmonton Board 
of Trade be known hereafter as the 
Chamber of Commerce does not necessar- 
ily involve new legislation or official 
action. The change can be accomplished hy 
a general agreement to use the latter title. 
The charter under which the organization 
is incorporated entitles the use of either 
term, and the former has come into use 
only because it is the one generally em- 
ployed in reference to such organizations 
in Canada. The “Board” in virtue of its 
charter has the exclusive right to either 
name, and no other organization may use 
the one or the other 

If the proposed change is to be made it 
is perhaps better that it should be made 
by common consent than by any alteratiun 
in the charter. If the title “Board of 
Trade” were formally dropped from the 
constitution, this name might be appropri- 
ated by some other private or semi-private 
organization, and confusion would result 
that would be quite as undesirable as any 
that may arise from the use of the term 
to describe an organization altogether 
different from “boards of trade” in other 
countries. As the “Board” has been al- 
lowed to retain the monopoly of the term 
“Chamber of Commerce” without actuail; 
using the term, it would no doubt be al- 
lowed to retain the other title on the same 
conditions. 


TRIFLING AT OTTAWA 
The bill to empower the E.D. and b.C 
railway company—otherwise the province 
of Alberta—to build the proposed exten- 
sions westward from Spirit River and 
Grande Prairie was talked out at Ottawa 
on Friday. The talkers-out were a few 
members from southern Ontario con- 
stituencies.

The alleged 
arguments advanced to delay action cer- 
tainly bear out the view that the idea in 
mind was to talk the clock around rather 
than to seriously challenge the need or 
wisdom of the proposed extensions 
This silly performance does not 
the bill, and may not delay construction 
The measure is simply transferred to the 
bottom of the list of private bills, and will 
come up at a later stage in the session 
By thet time the obstructors may hav 
got over their pigue.

Some neurasthenics get a fit of 
blues only when they feel pretty 
rotten generally. But of all the 
symptoms the blues are the most 


valuable and unaccountable, and if 
you belong to the blue* brigade you 
know it. There is a physical side 
undoubtedly, a complex affair of get- 
ting rid of the body's poisons by 
elimination; digestion, glands, per- 
haps what we used to call “billous- || 
ness,” and summarized in the saying 
that whether life is worth living || 
depends on the liver. | 

It is really An obscure mechanism, 
and despondency {% a terrible afflic- 
tion with only the consolation that 
it seems worse than it is. It may 
even lead to thoughts of suicide, but 
not to the reality. The man with 
the blues is keeping up the fight; his 
helpful instincts are working against 
obstacles. He wants to get out of 
that slough of despond, and he sum- 
mons his waning couxage. Often with 
a heavy heart and tearful eyes he 
plows through mud to a bit of terra 
firma. Then suddenly the cloud lifts, 
he has a brief respite, then a longer 
one, and gradually his days take on 
a bit of cheer, 

So don't be too blue about your 
blues. As one victim said to me: 
“It isn't real melancholy, but it’s a 
damn good imitation”; and after get- 
ting that out of his system, he felt 
better. Some have suggested as 
gloom-chasers starting the day with 
a.morning smile before your mirror 
and keeping that up no matter how 
you feel by a daily dozen gleams 
when you fee] meanest.
